Mr. C. C. Coffin, now in Kiel. as a 
correspondent of the Boston Journal, fur- 
nishes the following exceedingly interesting 
account of a visit to John Bright:

Rochdale is his home—a manufacturing 
town, bristling with chimneys, situated in a 
charming section of the country, a half 
hour’s ride northeast from.

To-day I have had the pleasure of making 
the acquaintance of Mr. Bright, through | 
letters furnished by an American gentle- 
man honored and respected by all English- 
men, and I doubt not that your readers will 
esteem it also a pleasure to see this true 
hearted man among his neighbors and in 
his own home. 

It is a mile and a half from the railway 
station to his residence, which is situated on 
an eminence overlooking the town and the 
surrounding country. We reach an iron 
gate at the entrance to the grounds which 
surround his house, which is opened for us

We drive up a graveled walk, with flowers 
blooming. all around us, to the house—a 
plain two-story building, spacious, conve- 
nient, with no ostentatious display in the 
building or around it. In front there is a 
neat lawn, with shrabbery and a profusion 
On our right, as we approach, 
we notice a greenhouse, and one or two 
comfortable tenements for his gardener and 
servants. 

But Mr. Bright i is at his mill, ‘and we 
drive down the carriage. way, past the gate, 
into the mill yard, and enter a small count- 
ing room, where young-men are poring over 
ledgers.

In the course of the present year | 
the telegraph will be constructed over 3,590 miles 
beyond Revel, and the lines will be finished from 
Granley Haven to the Kwichpak, and along the 
valley of this river, from the mouth of the Ana- 
dyr to Fort Anadyr, from Ochotsk to Gischiga, 
and perhaps even as far as to join the Anadyr line. 
The cable between Granley Haven and Ssenjawin 
Bay, a distance of about seven hundred miles, and 
that’ between Cape Sponberg and Cape Tolstoi, 
in the Bay of Anadyr, will, it is said, be laid be- 
fore the end of this month. American and Russ- 
ian energy has been very quick in taking steps to 
complete the tie which is to connect and hold to- 
gether the two nations whose new alliance, though 
baptized in champagne and heralded forth in a 
boquet of fireworks, can not be regarded without 
a slight feeling of uneasiness by some of the more 
westerly nations of Europe. 


— We hear that the terms recommended by Na- 
poleon to Pius and to Victor Emanuel are the fol- 
lowing: An Italian garrison, guaranteeing the mu- 
nicipal autonomy of Rome and the inviolability of 
the Pope; the cession of the Province Viterbo to 


Italy; the Italian citizenship of every Roman | 


subject ; the introduction of the Italian commer- 
cial, civil, and criminal law at Rome ; the abolition 


of passports and custom-housing between Italy | 


and the Papal dominions; a lay administration, 
and a civil list to the Pope paid by the kingdom. 
Such propositions, however, are most unpalatable 
to the Vatican; the Cardinals believe that the Pope 
can not live without the canon law, ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction, and the administration of the country 
by the priests and Cardinals. The Emperor of 
France is seriously unwell, and his physicians do 


not think that he will live long. The eventuality | 


of his death is canvassed at every court of France. 


— A lawsuit has been commenced by the new 
Texas State Government to regain the sum of 
$2,025,000 from Ebenezer E. B. Nichols, a finan- 
cial agent of the late Confederate Government. 
The returns in the State Treasury show him a de- 
faulter, even after allowing for all possible pay- 
ments to the Richmond authorities. Nichols claims 
that, on the close of the war, his agents every- 
where appropriated the bonds and cotton in their 
possession, and refused to render any account. 
The law authorities hold that Nichols is 8 responsi- 
ble for the acts of his agents. 


MopERN IMPROVEMENTS IN VirGINIA.—The 
Richmond Enquirer says: “A pump at the door— 
a dairy in the yard—a kitchen under the same roof 
—a cooking stove, instead of a fire-place built to 
hold half a cord—seasoned fuel, sawed and split, 
and placed under convenient shelter—a washing 
machine, instead of a washing tub—these and 
other conveniences supplied to farmers’ wives 
would enable them to manage their domestic affuirs 
with one-fourth the rfumber of servants, and with 
more ease and comfort.” 


— The National Military Asylum, to be erected 
in Milwaukie, Wis., will be located ona tract of 
about 500 acrés. The buildings will be capable of 
accommodating from 10,000 to 15,000 inmates, 
and will cost nearly $1,000,000. The asylum will 
be placed in charge of disabled officers, and will 
be for the accommodation of all disabled Union 
officers and soldiers of the late war. Two other 
similar institutions are to be established in other | 
localities, under the act of Congress. 


— It is estimated that one thousand persons 
have arrived at Galveston and Houston, Texas, to 
escape the persecutions of guerrillas in the interior, 
who rob and murder on both sides indiscriminately, 
for plunder. Affairs throughout the State are 
daily becoming worse instead of better, and innu- 
merable outrages are hourly recorded. 


Hatirax, October 25.—Turks Island was vis- 
ited by a hurricane on the 30th of September. 
Twenty lives were lost and eight hundred houses 
| demolished. Over 8,000 persons were rendered 
houseless, and are in a most destitute condition. 


— The Spanish squadron did not escape from 
the Pacific without damage. The Resolucion was 
caught in a tempest off Cape Horn, and was so 
damaged as to put into the Falkland Islands and 
rcmain there for repairs.

FRICASSEED CHICKEN. 


I supposea gentleman ean hardly i imagine 
the consternation’ an experienced house- 
keeper and farmer’s wife is capable of feel- 

“ing, when the “stage” stops before her door 
some -hot day in August, and deposits a 
family of city cousins, come to spend “ va- 
cation in the country. 

Exhausted in strength and resources by 


her thoughts are busy, while trying to be 
cordial, in considering what they shall eat. 
Having a vague idea that the guests have 
associated with their visions of rural life 
perpetual strawberries and cream, delicious 
honey, fresh eggs, and unlimited chickens, 
she remembers with dismay that currants 
are nearly gone, blueberry plains miles 
away, blackberries not yet ripe, and that 
eggs are few if not far between, «while 
Cer are hardly half grown. 
- My bewildered friend, let-me give you a 
leaks If your old hens perversely and un- 
seasonably want to szt, instead of laying 
eggs when you want them, you may be sure 
that-nature has provided them with fat to 
prepare them to go without food during in- 
_cubation,.and tbat this is a good time to 
_ killthem. You can make a very palatable 
dish by cutting them in pieces and parboil- 
ing them in’ a “closely covered pot till ‘ten- 
der (several hours, if you please). Then 
remove the fowl, make a rich gravy in the 
pot, by adding a little floar wet with cold 
water, salt, pepper, and butter. Return the 
fowl and gently simmer a_ short time. 
_Have ready a. shortcake, made by rubbing 
a piece of butter, half as large as an egg, 
into a pint of flour; wet up with a cup of 
sour milk and a teaspoon nearly full of sal- 
-eratus. Roll it thin and bake quickly, then 
split and lay it on a dish. Place your 
fowl nicely upon it and. pour your gravy 
over the whole. You can call it ——ppmess 
chicken. ae 


Raisinc CoicKEns.—Several years ago, 
having but five hens, and wanting a large 
flock of chickens in the fall, I tried the fol- 
lowing method: While hatching I took the 
chicks from the hens, put. them in a small 
pen with goodfshelt and a warm corner 
to run under. I then put fresh eggs under 
the hen, and in three weeks had another 
brood, which went to the same pen. The 
hens were shut up a few days and then let 
_ loose, and soon began to lay again. In one 

or two cases I'reset’ the third time, giving 
es hen asession.of zine weeks and three 
hatchings, without: injury. Thus I hatched 


them. 


A MACHINE for working butter is one of 
the new inventions in. England: It consists 
of a movable metal cylinder, suspended 
from a small cast iron frame. The bottom 
of thecylinder is @ loose piece of galvan- 

-ized iron, and above it the cylinder is sus- 
“pended in a bowl of water, and the butter 
is placed in the cylinder and pressed ‘by a 
screw piston, the result of which. is,, that 
the butter is forced through the holes into.

It may not be yt to farmers in gen- 
leral that it is a common practice in some 
of the potatoe growing districts to turn

pasturing with sheep is very advantageous 
when the crop is a late planted one, so that 
the hoeing can not be completed until the 
hayingorharvestisfinished.
